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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The after final response filed 12/15/2003 has been entered. Claims 9-10 and 25 have been 
canceled. Claims 1-8, and 1 1-24 are pending. 

2. The examiner notes for the record that in section b) of claim 1 that the claim as filed on 
12/15/2005 reads " said second metal-containing compound selected from an organomagnesium 
halide." 

There is no underlining or crossing out in this portion of the claim. 
In the previous set of claims (which applicant is amending) filed 3/3/2003 the section b) in 
claim 1 reads "said second metal containing compound comprising: 

i) a compound of a metal of Periodic" 
The amendment of claim 1 on 12/15/2003 added claim 10 as a limitation to the claim to 
overcome the double patenting etc rejections since claim 10 was deemed to be free of prior art. 
Claim 10 , which is now canceled read in part "wherein an organomagnesium halide is used as 
said second metal-containing compound". 

This limitation was not part of claim 1 as of 3/3/2003. Therefore the newly amended 
claim 1 should have been amended in part as " said second metal-containing compound 
c ompri s ing selected from an organomagnesium halide . ■» — i) a compound of a metal of Period ic 

Applicant eliminated the word "comprising" from the amended claim instead of putting 
a line through it as required. And applicant did not underline the newly added section selected 
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from an organomaRnesium halide. However the examiner notes that this was a valid attempt to 
amend the claim and as it is written the claim is in condition for allowance. The examiner has 
explained the problem in the amendment solely to clarify the record. Since a valid attempt was 
made to modify the claim properly to make it allowable and since the all the amendments and 
claims as written place the claims in condition for allowance the examiner has hopefully 
clarified the record as to why the newly amended claim 1 is not a direct copy of previous claim 1 
but is proper in content. Therefore the claim will be accepted as modified with the explanation 
above so that prosecution will be hastened since the application is now in condition for 
allowance.
